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To Panel on 
Assassinate 

A national committee to in- 
vestigate assassinations has 
named New Orleans District At- 
torney Jim Garrison to its board 
of directors. , 

The formation of the com- 
mittee and the selection of Gar- 
mon was announced in Wash- 
ington, D.C., yesterday. 

Bernard Fensterwaid, execu- 
tive director of the committee 
said its purpose will be to 
tndmate and step up efforts of 
individual investigators through- 
out the country looking into slay- 
ing conspiracies. 

£ -WAS suggested the com- 
mjttee $ formation came as a 
result of a belief that a conspir- 
acy may have been behind the 
slayings of President Kennedy 
his brother, Sen, Robert F. Ken- 1 
nedy, and Dr. Martin Luther j 
King Jr. 

With the help of a profession- 
al staff/' Fensterwald said, “the 
committee ultimately hopes to 
force the federal government 
into the thorough and honest in- 
quiry which it has avoided since 
Nov. 22, BBT-the date of Pres- 
ident Kennedy’s assassination. 
Garrison has been conducting 
probe into a possible conspir- 
acy w the death of President 
Kennedy for two years. 

FENSTERWALD SAID “there 
are a number of parallels in the 
three national slaying cases 
which might indicate a common 
modus operand! which normally 
would be subject to official sera- 
tiny.” 

The Warren Commission has 
concluded that no conspiracy 
was involved in President Ken- 
nedy's death. 

Garrison’s New Orleans con- 
spiracy trial against day Shaw 
is set for Jan.. 21, 
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
